We believe that with modification the Idea could be equally auccoficfoUy 
employed by your organisation in spite of the special problems which you 
face In Germany. The completely ncn«claad#stlne aspect cl cor contact 
with the husinesa and professiox^ world ha# bean our guarantee that such 
operations can be carried out on a large scale without significant embarrase* 
cnent. In fact, positive benefit# are reaped entirely aside from the in- 
telligence product. We demoustrated to Mr* Horre how this program has 
contributed significantly to our store of basic intelligence in the econonxic. 
scientific, geographic and sociological fields; We feel that in addition to 
receiving intelligence concerning the Comxnanist orbit, we have be«*n 
able through this program to acquire much useful data concemiug the 
ux^erdereloped areas of the world* The value of this znaterial in plazming 
aad validating our govemmeht aid programs caanbC be exaggerated* 



It appears to my colleagues and myself that witb Germany playing 
such a key role in vrorld affalrSi and with German businessmen and 
professioBal people travelling to all comers of the earth* an overt 
operatiati of this sort would add very et&stantlally to the IntelllgeRce 
potential of your organisation* In. addition# such n program might serve 
you well over a period of time by establishing and fostering a feeling 
of good will toward tbs BKD among the members of the Carman business 
coiximuAity which would make itself felt in terms of improred opportunities 
for clandestine operatloits.
